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_Let Baldwin Tell It. - 


Fall the men who go up to the sky in ships, 
none ascend with more circumspection 
than that old air-dog Capt. 

Scott Baldwin, while as for ‘coming down -there 
is not a seismograph made than can record his 
impact with the earth. 

“I never fly very high,” says the Captain, who 
is a large heavier-than-air man with a few gray 


‘hairs showing on his hurricane deck, clean shaven 
forward, and with a rather easy-going action. He 


ls rugged and weathered, and is distinctly not of 
that slender Antoinette type which embraces M. 
Hubert Latham, M. Santos-Dumont, and all‘ the 


rest of those little fellows who, like thie birds, ' 


seem to have air in their very bones. 


“About a hundred feet up satisfies me,” says the 


Captain. “It fs high enough for all practical 
purposes,’ and has the advantage of keeping the 


earth where you can lay your foot on it im case you * 


» 


hit a rock, or @ tidal wave submerges the ship, 
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or you can't hear a fog-horn some day for your 
own,” 

The Captain talks about air. 

“Aint” he exclaims. “Not one man in a billion 
knows what air is. Air is a volatile substance 
thet begins to boi! at an altitude of about 75 
feet, and has passages in it like a good Swiss 
cheese. From air we get aeronaut, or that is, a 
man who ean steer an aeroplane through these 
passages witheut hitting the sides.

Judge W. J. N. Moyers and Thomas J. 


Healy, incumbents and candidates for|| 


re-election, hold their offices as a result 
of the backing of the administration 
party and Mayor Cook. Healy has been 
successful three elections as the candi- 
date of what is the City Judicial party 
in the present fight, and Moyers was 
twice elected by the same party. But in 
the judicial election the City Judicial 
party is opposing both and. backing R. 
VY. Gustin for Judge and John F. (Sam- 
bo) May, City Clerk of Hast St. Louis, 
for Clerk. 


A Mixed Ticket. 


While national party lines are not f. 


drawn in municipal and judicial elections 
Gustin is depending on the Democratic 
vote for election, and his running part- 
ner, May, is a Republican. The admin- 
istration party {s decidedly Democratic. 

The Progressive-Citizens’ party 
which brought overwhelming defeat 
to the Administration party in the 
muniaqjpal election last April has been 
split by the nomination of W. M. 
Vandeventer ang William Veach for 
judge and clerk respectively, and 
while the lh ter style themselves the | 
candidates of the Progressive-Citi- 
zens’ Judicial ticket, the Citizens’ 
part of the combine has broken away 
and declared themselves for Moyers 
and Healy. 

The allegiance of this party to 
these candidates introduces another 
complication, as one of the foremost 
members of the Citizens’ party is M. 
M. Stephens, fcrmer mayor of East 
St. Louls, who as candidate for mayor 
against Cook at the mayoralty eleo- 
tion im: the spring of 1909, opposed 
the party which elected both of them. 

Studied Under Ingersoll. 

Vandeventer studied law in the of- 
fice of Robert Ingersoll, practiced in 
Chicago and came to East St. Louis 
about six years ago. He was de- 
feated for the judgeship by Judge 
Moyers four years ago. 

Veach has never before been an as- 
pirant for publio office, He was for- 
merly a grocery clerk, later a traveling 
salesman, and for several years has been 
house manager at the Elks’ Clubrooms. 
He is also secretary of the Elks. 

A. B. Garrett, independent candidate 
for Judge, has never held an office. He 
practices law in the office of Maurice 
Vv. Joyce. Edward C. Rhoads, former 
County Judge, is the fifth candidate for 
the judgeship, and he jis also running in- 
dependently. 

There are three additional candidates 
for the clerkship. John M. Trendley, 
night clerk at the East St. Louis Police 
Station, is running independently; Bar- 
ney Concannon’s name appears on the 
ballot as a candidate of the Independent 
Judicial party, and Thomas Peet as rep- 
resenting the Democratic party. 

While the contest for the judgeship 
will be hotly fought out to the last min- 
ute, the fight in which most ts involved 
is that for the clerkship. The Judge's 
salary is only $3000 a year. That of ‘the 
clerk is variously estimated from $6000 
to $10,000 a year, and with an increase 
of population it is expected to reach 
$12,000 before the four-year term closes,

~ DITOR KNOWN AS 
UUTTLEGAME COCK’ 
AILLED IN FIGHT 


Charles P. Vandiver Dies of 
Injuries Inflicted in An 
Flection Encounter. 


WAS A FOE OF LIQUOR 


Son of Rich Former Friend 
Accused of Slaying Keytes- 
ville (Mo.) Man. 


BRUNSWICK, Mo., Sept. 3.—Charles 
P. Vandiver, 50 years old, for 25 years 
editor of the Chariton County Courier 
end defeated candidate for recorder of 
deeds at the recent Democratic primary, 
died at his home in Keytesville, Mo., as 
the result of injuries suffered in an en- 
counter on August 5 with John W. Cun- 
ningham, son of John D. Cunningham, 
a wealthy farmer and stock dealer. 

During the county local option cam- 
paign, Mr. Vandiver was a leading ad- 
vocate of the movement. John D. Cun- 
ningham also was an earnest local op- 
tion man. Much surprise was evinced 
when it was learned that Cunningham 
openly was fighting his former friend 
and colleague and supporting his op- 
ponent, James W. Wayland, for the 
recordership. The bitterness between the 
two reached a climax when the Courier 
published an article, without mentioning 
names, hinting at the misconduct of a 
Keytesville citizen. © 

Son Fights for Father. 

Young Cunningham became incensed 
and when he met Vandiver upbraided 
him for casting insinuations on the char- 
acter of his father. A fight in which 
both men were injured resulted. 

Vandiver cut a gash about five inches 
jong in Cunningham’s side; Cunningham 
wrenched the weapon from his opponent, 
knocked him down and delivered a se- 
ries of blows about the face and body, 
Vandiver was unconscious for several 
days. When it was believed he was con- 
valescent pneumonia developed. 

An autopsy was held by Dr. I. Knote, 
coroner, assisted by four other Keytés- 
ville physicians, It disclosed the forma- 
tion of an abscess in the left lung, 
which the doctors say was caused by 
the external injugies and resulted in 
Vandiver'’s death. 

Called “Game Cock.” 

Mr. Vandiver was one of the best 
known editors in the State. His strong 
contentions for right and his fearless 
utterances made his paper popular, but 
his bitter denunciations and sarcastic 
pen, when wielded against the enemy, 
caused him many unpleasant personal 
encounters and these won for him the 
sobriquet of the “Little Game Cock.” 

The night before the election a speech 
was demanded from all the candidates. 
Vandiver ‘responded, saying: 

“I cannot speak, I am not an orator. 
My wit is not at the point of my tongue, 
but in the tip of my. pen.’’ 

Funeral services for Mr. 
were held Saturday afternoon.

TRIP IN CANOES 


‘Young Men Look Like Abo- 


rigines When They Arrive, 
Tanned and Hardened. 


MANY HARDSHIPS. 


Long Journey Was Both Ad- 
ventursome and Pleasant, 
They Declare. 


Six athletic young Sst. Louisans, 
who set themselves to the task of 
paddling canoes from Mercer, Wis., to 
St. Louis—a distance of 1025 miles— 
arrived at the foot of Market street 
at 2 p. m. yesterday, 24 hours ahead 
of their schedule. The trip was made 
in. three weeks. 

Inthe party were: James C. and 
Silas Lincoln of 6023 Washington 
boulevard; A. T. Siler of 4570 La- 
clede avenue, Gordon Sutherland of 
6875 Von Versen avenue, Elliott Dix- 
on of 4851 Lindell boulevard, and A. 


O. Kelly of ‘5130 Fairmount avenue. 
They were met at the Chain of Rocks 
by Samuel G. Sutherland, sales<man- 
ager of the Roberts, Johnson & Rand 
Shoe Co., and his son, Stewart, in a 
motorboat, but declined his offer to 
tow them the remainder of the voy- 
age. 

A crowd of their friends were wait- 
ing on the wharf to greet'the young 
voyagers, and it is proposed to sig- 
Nalize their achievement by a ban- 
quet. Ag they stepped from the ca- 
noes in their rough clothes and with 
faces dyed brown by 20 days’ and 
nights in the sun and open air, their 
appearance was made the subject of 
chaffing by their friends. 

Plenty of Hardships. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Gordon 
Sutherland gave a narrative of the par- 
ty’s experiences—somie of them anything 
but pleasant—on their way back home. 

“There was plenty of hard work and 
hardship mingled with the pleasures of 
cur outing,” said young Sutherland. 
“There was excitement, too, in shoot- 
ing rapids and traversing a wilderness 
now and then. 

“We started from Mercer, Wis., on 
Echo Lake, Aug. 14. Our craft were 
two old town canoes, trim and staunch, 
18 feet long and of 8-foot beam. Each 
canee carried three men and our sup- 
plies, which included skillets, pots and 
such utensils; seven dozens cans of 
beans, peas; sweet potaxes, peaches, 
apples and apricots; 13 paddles, a silk 
shelter tent and the like. I have no 
idea what our cargo weighed, but its 
avoirdupois increased startlingly at 
pertages, of which we had six. 

Had Some Adventures, 

“We paddled into Turtle River from 
Echo Lake, and then 
Lake, Lake of the Falls and back into 
Turtle River. Most of our fun gnd ad- 
ventures was on Flambeau River and 
Chippewa River, along which we pad- 
died and carried our canoes until we 
reached the Mississipp! at Reed’s Land- 
ing. 

“The Flambeau river plunges down- 
ward a total of 500 feet in 115 miles. 
In that stretch there are nttmerous 
cascades and rapids. In shooting one 
of the rapids where the river de- 
scends eight feet in a few leaps, thé 
bottoms of both our canoes were 
damaged so badly we had to spend a 
whole day repairing them. In tak- 
ing Allen’s rapids Aug. 15, the first 
canoe, manned by Dixon and the Lin- 
coln brothers, was driven against a 
tree and overturned. We lost our 
camera and all the pictures we had 
taken during our vacation. Besides 
that loss, our provisions and oloth- 
ing were soaked. A day was requfred 
to dry our belongings. 

Canoe Sank in Rapids. 

“Another mishap overtook us at 
Holcomb rapids. That was: Aug. 18. 
The canoe which carried Siler, Kelly 
and myself filled and sank. Our for- 
mer troubles were repeated and 
there was another delay. 

“We made an average of but 35

DISTURBING BUSINESS. 

Always the reason for not tinkering the 
tariff is that it disturbs business, Fear of dis 
turbing business prevented the laying of pro- 
fane hands on the Dingley schedules for “seven 
years after they had become obsolete. But wheth- 
er changing the tariff would really disturb bus!- 
ness no one can say. Proposed change is dis- 
turbing by suggestion. The doctrine has been 
preached so long that business is inclined to 
think it must be disturbed if mention is made of 


| tariff adjustment. So if we do not know that 


changing the tariff truly disturbs business we do 
know thaf threatening to tinker the tariff causes 
disturbance. 

What Mr. Taft now threatens is to make the 
threat of change perpetual. This, he argues, is 
justified in the cause of “scientific revision.” This 
seems to mean that when the Tariff Commission 
has found—and whenever it finds—the precise 
difference between the cost of producing nails at 
home and abroad and settled on what is a rea- 
sonable profit for the American manufacturer of 
nails, Congress will assume a scientific pose and 
try to disturb the nail business. No protected 
business. will be safe. Even the schedules sub- 
jected to a previous scientific revision may again 
be revised and made still more scientific. 

Business will probably get used to it in time. 


yIt may even be learned by experiment and ex- 


perience that changing the tariff would never dis- 
turb business unless it were desired that busi- 
ness be disturbed. Certainly business should: not 
be disturbed by scientific progress which must 
lead to eventual perfection. If business is not 
disturbed by “scientific revision,” what becomes 
of the antique argument that for that reason/the 
tariff should not be changed?

A QUESTION OF COCKTAILS. 

A Southerner who says he has visited New 
York every summer for 28 years, has written to 
the Herald complaining that it is no longer possi- 
ble to get a good cocktail in that city. The bar- 
tenders of this generation, he says, are in too 
much of a hurry; they do not give to the mixing 
of the liquors the time, the care and the thought 
that so delicate an art requires. 

We regret to note that the Herald dismissed 
the complaint with the flippant statement that the 
complainant is getting old and that his “taste 
is jaded.” Such a statement ts either the cynic 
persifiage of a debauched old age or the impudent 
utterance of an unenlightened youth. A taste for 
cocktails’ never jades.' Scholars, gentlemen and 
Judges of good liquor, in the West as well as in 
the South, have found it impossible to get a well- 
mixed cocktail in any borough of Greater New 
York. No matter what the cause may be, the 
fact is as certain as it is deplorable. However, 
for all evils there is a remedy. Let the host of 
colonels come to St. Louis for the summer. Here 
are beautiful. bars where time. is not hurried, 
where bartenders have genius and geniality; 
where the mixing of choice cocktails is still 
esteemed not only as a fine art, but as an en- 
nobling and refining occupation contributing to 
the fame of the nation and the happiness of man- 
kind. 
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Probably Mr. Roosevelt’s latest shout of “liar” 
didn’t make much of an impression in editorial 
circles, but there is a dent in the welkin. 

THE CASH OF DR. JONES 

On the death of Rev. Dr. J. 8. Jones, the other 
day, at a ripe old age, it was said in a Phil- 
adelphia paper that he was “not only a phil- 
osopher, but a poet and a seer,” and also that “‘in 
the opinion of those best fitted to judge, he was 
the greatest preacher in America.” 

Some tendency to dispute this appeared, but 
it may have been, and it probably wads, wholly 
irrational. Those “best fitted to judge” Dr. J. §. 
Jones as the greatest preacher in America are 
those he helped more greatly than any other 
preacher ever did or could have done. 

If Dr. Jones is otherwise unknown; ff he is un- 
known now to more than 89,000,000 people out of 
a possible ninety million in the United States; 
this may not be evidence against his greatness as 
a philosopher, a poet and a seer. Between coast 
and coast in the United States, there may be 
thousands of teachers, preachers and men in all 
other walks of life who are helping all in their 
reach more greatly than anyone else might do, 
and certainly more than anyone out of reach 
could do. Whether they are remembered or un- 
remembered, by the great family name of Jones 
or by any, other name, these are the salt of the 
earth. 
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It is not clear yet whether the Cannon Demo- 
crats in Georgia look upon Tom Watson as an 
fnsurgent or the devil himself. 
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SYSTEMATIO SPYING. 

If a “Titian-haired beauty” was employed by 
the Standard Oil Co. as one of its spies, it adds 
the shameful element of procuring to the system 
which is already sufficiently infamous 

It is less important, however, that the spy 
system in all its shades of infamy. is part of the 
machinery of a monopoly corporation than that 
it has become part of the machinery of a monop- 
oly Government. This it has certainly done dur- 
ing the last ten years in the business of govern- 
ment at Washington and also in the attempt to 
control politics from Washington. ~ 

In Government business, it is illustrated when 
Americans traveling in Europe make important 
purchases. Whether they buy for private use or 
for sale, they are likely to find on reaching the 
New York custom house, that some clerk em- 
ployed by those from whom they bought was 
part of the Washington spy system. In the case 
of the New York “society woman,” recently ar- 
rested for smuggling a pearl necklace in her hat, 
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chase of the pearls was reported to Washington | 
by a spy from the point of purchase in Europe 
and that she was waited for at New York, with 
every opportunity given her to tell the falsehood 
which led to her arrest. 

from this use of the spy system, the step is 
short to that which uses it to set political traps 
and procure evidence by compromising the pro- 
posed victim that he may be controlled through 
his “dossier” or bundle of incriminating papers, 
pigeonholed against him after being procured by 
spies. Such use of incriminating documents has 
been almost openly threatened from the White 
House itself. The whole system is an infamy. 
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There is an uprising in the Philippines which 
the Government constabulary will put down. The 
Sugar Trust will stand for nothing but peace. 
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HUMANITY TRYING ITS WINGS. 

No week without a record broken is getting to 
be the rule in, the aviation field. Humantty ts 
trying its new wings with much success and we 
are not left long between succeeding marvels. 
Even since the Post-Dispatch obtained the con- 
sent of Harmon and Baldwin to show St. Louis 
and Missouri how real’ flying is done, three rec- 
ords went to pieces by the achievements of daring 
aviators. Leon Morane outsoared Armstrong 
Drexel, reaching the dizzy height of 6889 feet; 
Louis Breget carried no less than five passengers, 
and Glenn Curtiss swept over Lake Erie for 60 
miles, making 10 miles more than Robert Loraine, 
who held the over water record. 

This month in 1905, one of the Wright broth- 
ers stayed up in the air in a real flying machine 
for 38 minutes and 3 seconds, and hardly anyone 
believed it had been done. A whole year after, 
Santos-Dumont won the Archdeacon prize of $10,- 
000 for a flight of only 164 feet. And it wag not 
until January, 1907, that a complete circle was 
flown around an aviation field, Farman winning 
$10,000 for keeping in the air 1 minute and 28 
seconds. _ 3 oa 

This represents far more rapid progress than 
kas been made with any great invention. It also 
holds the promise that -universal flying is in 
sight of the generation just maturing. What will 
the world do with its new gift? H. C. Wells, with 
his usual pessimism, has pictured the ruin of the 
race in a world-wide war in the skies. His story 
{gs realistic and made ‘to appear probable. It 
should serve as a warning. The flying man ought 
to develop the humanitarian instinct as never 
before, if he is to be a blessing to himself and 
his fellows. 








The way the aviators are smashing records is 
one thing; what Walter Wellman is getting ready 
to promise to undertake is quite another, 
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THE DIFFERENCE. 
“Orsini’s attempt on Louis Napoleon and John 


Brown's attempt at Harper’s Ferry were in their 
philosophy precisely the same.” This is an ex- 
actly literal quotation, but it is not from the 
Roosevelt. speech on John Brown or from any 
comment on it since its delivery. It is from the 
speech on John Brown, delivered at Cooper In- 
stitute, New York, Feb. 27, 1860, by Abraham 
Lincoln. 

Orsini’s attempt on Napoleon was precisely of 
the same nature as that of the young Egyptian 
Home Rulers whose desperate method of appeal 
to “Higher Law” against British control, was 
foHowed: by Roosevelt’s demand on England for 
greater coercion,in Egypt. — 

It was not from this standpoint that Lincoln 
repudiated Orsini, John Brown or any other 
“Radical” assuming the right to make war single- 
handed. “We know we hold to no doctrine and 
make no declarations which were not made and 
held to by our fathers who framed the Govern- 
ment under which we live,” Lincoln said ip this 
same Cooper Union speech. 

No doctrine and no declaration framed by the 
fathers can be quoted except against exploitation, 
jingoism, massacre and loot under the rule of 
plutocracy. Throughout his public life Roosevelt 
has been aligned with plutocracy in carrying out 
a Louis Napoleon policy of controlling the 
weakest with a high hand. John Brown stood 
against this, single-handed with a pike, as Orsini 
did with a bomb. Lincoln stood against it on the 
doctrines and declarations “made and held to by 
our fathers.” This makes the difference.

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APPARENT FAILUBE. 
Years ago when the old eighteenth century 


morgue in Paris was about to be torn down to 
make way for a new one, Robert Browning wrote 
a poem about it to perpetuate the memory. The 
poem is short, but it is one of the master’s mas- 
terpieces and will hold its place forever in every 
worthy anthology of British verse. Now the new 
morgue of Browning’s time is torn down in its 
turn. There will be no poem about this one, but 
in the place where it stood Paris will plant a 
garden. Fair marbles and blossoming roses will 
take the place of the grewsome building of mur- 
der and suicide. 

Browning tells us in his verse that he saw one 
day on the slabs of the old morgue the bodies of 
three suicides; the three that “hated life most in 
Paris yesterday.” He saw in these lives “Appar- 
ent failure,” but his faith was strong enough to 


sustain a belief that “‘After last, returns the first; 


nor what God blessed once, prove accurst.” 

Perhaps the flower garden where the morgue 
used to be will teach as wholesome a lesson. At 
any rate it will take away’from the neighborhood 
of Notre Dame an ugly and ghastly reminder of 
sin and crime. The fresh young flowers will suit, 
better the gray old church and the sparkling 
river. There will, of course, be another morgue 
somewhere, but the heart of Paris will be free 
frém its corpses and its ugliness.

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KEROSENE AND NEWSPAPEBS. 


Topeka Dispatch to th 
a. ican. 

The extension of the rural free delivery system 
to virtually every county in Kansas and the con- 
sequent increase in the amount of reading matter 
furnished the farmers has increased the sales of 


kerosene 25 per cent in four years, according to. 


the report of the Kansas oil inspector, J. 8. 
thongshore. In the same period the sales of gaso- 
line have increased nearly 50, per cent. 

“TIntil the- rural routes were established the 
farmers were spasmodic readers,” says Mr. Long- 
shore. “They subscribed for their local weekly 
paper and one or two farm or home papers. They 
took those home when they went to town on 
Saturday for. marketing and read them Sunday, 
and that was about all the farmers did in the 
reading line. 

“The coming of the rural mail every day has 
changed thjs. The “newspaper circulation reports 
show exceptionall large increases in country dis- 
tricts. Just as the newspaper circulation in- 
creases so does the sale of kerosene increase in 
the same communities. ~ 

“Formerly the average farmer went to bed 
with the chicken, and now they are becoming 
night hawks. They work hard all day in the 
fields, and after the chores are finished and sup- 
per eaten they find a lot of enjoyment in spending 
an hour or two reading the daily papers and 
the magazines. They do practically all their read- 
ing at night, and this increases the consumption 
of coal oil.” : 

The inorease in the gasoline consumption Is, of 
eourse, due to the increased numbér of motor 
cars in the State. Four years ago there were 
less than 8000 cars owned !n the State. —March 1 
this year there were 9301 and it is estimated that 
between 4000 and 5000 more have been sold since 
the tax figures were collected. ' 





AIR RAOING. 
Frem the Springfield Republican. 

Is a permanent interest in air races to be looked 
for, or will curiosity cease when once thoroughly 
gratified? There is the uncertainty which makes 
capital cautious. Some shrinkage there must be. 
The crowds at some of the French gatherings have 
been called the largest authentic assemblages of 
human beings of which there is record; excitement 
cannot be kept up to that pitch. Nevertheless, there 
seems to be no reason why aeroplane racing should 
not be a sport of permanent interest; it might easily 
prove as attractive as horse racing.

It 
grows tedious to see the most powerful engine or 
the most skilful expert win with brutal certainty; 
an infusion of chance, such as the eddies of the 
atmosphere may give, gratefully breaks the monot- 
ony. An alr regatta {fs a pretty sight which should 
attract: many, and it need not be costly when the 
performers are content with a moderate return for 
their services. An aeroplane is not extravagantly 
expensive, and no outlay for tracks ig required. The 
sport could be profitably kept up without the mon- 
ster crowds which a first exhibition draws.

PARIS, Aug. 24.—Signor Gabrielle d’Annunzio, 
who was the lion of the late Paris season, and 
whom hostesses fell over one another to secure 
for “poetic five o’clocks” used every opportunity 
thus abundantly offered him of expounding a 


new theatrical scheme on which he has set his 
heart. This is the “festal theater,” go to be called 
because every performance given there will be 
a feast for the mind and the eye. 

. The poet’s idea is to build an indoor and covered 











+ theater, which shall give one the exact impression 


that it is an open-air theater with the sky over- 
head. 

‘Signor d'Annunzio has been able to succeed in 
a partial realization of his scheme. A small pri- 
vate theater belonging to a well-known Parisian 
hostess was opened to him, and he turned it into 
an open-air playhouse, with closed walls and ceil- 
ing. This paradoxical result was, it seems, ob- 
tained by substituting for the ordinary back cloth 
a hemisphere towards the audience. What it was 
made of was not stated. Upon its surface col- 
ored electric lights of all shades could be thrown. 
Dawn, noon, sunset, night, clouds, storms, rain- 
bows could be cast upon the miniature “inverted 
bowl men call the sky” by @n operator sitting 
at a sort of typewriter. Signor d’Annunzio gat 
at it himself, and successively turned on moon- 
light, a starry night, a red sunset, and a pink 
daybreak. 

Turns On Flashes of Lightning. 

When in the course of his celestial creations 
he turned an angry Jove and projected a violent 
storm upon: the concave back cloth, with blue, 
purple and black clouds, streaks of furious red 
‘and yellow, and flashes of Nghtning, he brought 
down the house. 

The hemisphere can also be used by similar 
means for representing the sea—the blue Medi- 
terranean or the green ocean—with every imagin- 
able effect of reflected sun or moon light in it, 
and it can be made to figure the bed of the 
sea. i 
This possibility has suggested to Signor d’An- 
nunzf> the idea of writing a poetic drama, the 
scene laid on the spa, the characters to be mer- 
maids and tritons and the fishes that swim in 
the deep.

Signor d@’Annunzio’s manager, J. Schurmann, 
says the “Festal Theater” is to be entirely of iron 
anq portable. In seven days it can be taken to 
pieces, packed up,sand conveyed anywhere, and 
it can be put up again in the same time. This 
property of the Festal Theater is the more re- 
markable because it is to seat 4500 spectators. 
It will be planned like a Roman amphitheater. 

The ampitheater will be “studded with baskets 
of flowers, over which canopies of velvet will 
spread, thus forming boxes.” 

The stage is to be hemisphered, “In the shape 
of a balloon cut in half.” Presumably this means 
that the back cloth will be concave, as in the 
small experimental theater in which Signor d’An- 
mnunszio had great sport with electric light. 

The iron amphitheater will be first set up in 
Paris on any space large enough, such as the 
Champ de Mars, on the Esplanade, and the first 
might is already announced for April 20 next.

MADRID, Aug. 23.—King Alfonso recently gave 


special permission to a photographer to picture 
him sailing his own yacht, the “Hispania,” on the 


waters at Santande. An unusual picture was ob- 
tained, and by the King’s leave, the Post-Dispatch 
reproduces it. 

King Alfonso’s love of sports, in many of which 
he is exceedingly expert, often causes his family 
anxiety, because of his daring, even his reckless- 
ress, especially in yachting and automobiling. 
And his fondness for frivolity makes him the 
despair of his ministers, though the delight of his 
boon companions. On his recent journey across 
Europe to London several incidents relieved the 
menotony, but gave the royal entourage much 
concern. 

At a wayside station, for example, when the 
special royal train was detained, the King got out 
and wended his way to the village church. There 
he seated himself at the modest organ. His 
Majesty is no mean musician and Is an adept at 
this particular instrument.

LONDON, Sept. 3.—Lady Lister-Kaye, sister of 
the late Dowager Duchess of Manchester, and 
youngest of the three Ysnaga sisters of New 
York, is the American woman smiled upon by 
royalty now. Her friendship with the royal fam- 
lly dated back many véars. She was one of three 
privileged persons whom Queen Alexandra sent 
for the day after King Edward died. 

The friendship between Queen Mary and Lady 
Lister-Kaye, however, is even closer. In no other 
American woman's home have the King and the 
Queen ever dined in their distinctly private ca- 
pacity, but on several occasions when they were 
the Prince and Princess of Wales, the royal couple 
spent many happy hours in her home in Man- 
chester Square. 

There has been speculatfon as to the social fate 
of the American women in King George's reign 
and the feeling is general that for a time at least 
they will be far less conspicuous at court than 
they were while King Edward was on the throne.

But Miss Emily Yzaga, even more than Lady 
Ligtet-Kaye, was admired by King Edward, and 
saw nearly as much of him in his Bohemian life 
as did the Duchess of Manchester. She usually 
accompanied the Duchess ta Biarritz and other 
Continental resorts when the latter went to be 
King Edward's hostess or to complete the group 
when others were entertaining. 

A large album ef snapshots of King Edward 
taken on these excursions was on of the prized 
possessions of the late Duchess, who left it to 
Miss Yzanaga,. much to the chagrin of the young 
Duchess of Manchester, who had hoped to hand it 
down to her children as a souvenir of their grand- 
mother. 

It is said of the three sisters that King Edward 
was first impressed by the exquisite beauty of the. 
Duchess, the wit of Miss Yznaga and the delightful 
naturalness of Lady Lister-Kaye, whose singing of 
ol negro melodies, accompanying herself on the 
banjo, facinated him. That was full 30 years 
ago, before negro melodies were supplanted by so- 
called “coon” songs. 

Sir John Is ST Years Old. 

Sir John Lister-Kaye, ‘now 57 years old, has 
farmed in California and in Canada and has 
roamed through this country for and near. Re- 
cently he has been conspicuous in’ big ventures in 
the Far East; in fact, he came near being the 
cause of a grave “Far East” question for Great 
Britain a few years ago when he quarreled with 
China over certain concessions he held there. 

The married Ufe of the Lister-Kayes has been 
delightfully wholesome. They were quietly mar- 
ried in NewYork in 1881 and have lived pretty 
much all over the world.

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provement. The total number of 
killed and injured in the State as a 
result of the last Fourth was 112, less 
than one-third as many as the 852 
record in 1909. Among the other 
states, only Maine and Massachusetts 
equal Missouri in the ratio of de- 
crease in total deaths and accidents. 

The total showing for the United 
States for 1910 was 131 deaths and 
2792 injuries, as compared with 215 
deaths and 5092 injuries the year be- 
fore and with records in six previous 
years ranging from 158 deaths to 466 
deaths, and from 3983 to 6625 in- 
The number of deaths has 
fallen off in most years since 1903, 
following scientific advances in the 
use Of anti-tetanic serum. The num- 
ber of injuries increased almost every 
year until the “safe and sane” move- 
ment brought the present year’s big 
‘slump. 

The total number of tetanus (lock- 
jaw) cases in the United. States this 
year, developing from Fourth of July 
injuries, was 72. Of these, 67 resulted 
fatally. A table containing the “his- 
tory” of these cases shows that 64 of 
the 72 cases were caused by blank 
cartridges, and that in all but 19 
cases, the wound was in the palm of 
the hand or a finger. The number of 
tetanus cases is the smallest in the 
eight years for which records have 
been kept. 

Other Sources of Death Dealing. 

Besides the national total of 67 deaths 
from tetanus this year, 64 deaths re- 
sulted directly from injuries of which 
19 were by gunshot, 26 by fire.from fire- 
werks, 11 by powder and torpedoes, 
2 by giant powder, 3 by cannon and 8 
from other causes. Seven persons lost 
their sight, 83 lost one eye, 26 lost 
logs, arms or hands, and 114 lost fingers. 

The national grand total for eight 
years shows thaf, since 1903, 37,526 per- 
sons have been injured in the United 
States as a result of Fourth of July 
celebrations, of whom 1662 died, 694 as 
the direct result of injuries and 968 from 
tetanus following injuries. One hundred 
and twenty-two persons have lost their 
sight, 551 have lost the use of one eye, 
432 have lost arms, legs and hands and 
1541 have been crippled by the loss of 
fingers. 

“The decrease in the number of tn- 
juries,’’ says the Journal, “is most re- 
markable this year, and unquestionably 
is the result of the efforts to bring about 
more intelligent methods of celebration. 
This is evident from the fact that the 
most marked decreases are in the states 
which heretofore have had the largest 
numbers injured and where the agitation 
for restrictive measures was strongest. 

“The responsibility for the vast ma- 
jority of Fourth of July injuries clearly 
rests with city governments, since the 
employment of death-dealing methods 
of celebration is subject to their regula- 
tion. It is, therefore, up to the city 
governments to decide whether the 
maiming of thousands, the agonizing 
deaths from lockjaw and the burning to 
death of little children by fire from fire- 
works is to be continued. Prohibitory 
ordinances are most effective and per- 
manent, as shown by the results in 
Baltimore, Washington, Cleveland and 
Trenton; and even restrictive ordi- 
nances, {f enforced, are quite effective, 
as shown by the results in New York, 
Boston, Chicago, Toledo and _ other 
cities. 

Day Ceases to Be One of Destruction. 

“Better by far than the’ negative 
methods of restricting or prohibiting 
the use of destructive methods of cele- 
bration this year was the more general 
adoption of positive methods of reform. 
Our nationa] Independence Day its ceas- 
ing to be a day of destruction and a 
new patriotism has been brought forth. 
From every section of the country, from 
city, town and hamlet comes the news 
that, in place of the senseless din of 
former years, more _ truly patriotié 
methods have been employed. The 
music of bands, the marching of sol- 
diers, the flying of flags and banners, 
the children’s parade, the witnessing 
of historic floats, and afterward the 
picnics, the trips to the parks or the 
visiting of friends—these methods were 
employed more than ever before. 

‘‘And the result is very evident: The 
smallest number of lockjaw cases and 
other deaths is reported this year; there 
were fewer destroyed eyes, fewer maim- 
ea bodies and an astonishing reduction 
in the number of injuries. Surely, the 
new methods have been worth while!”

| FIRE. IN PIGEONS 


OLD PARISH HOME 


Boys Hamper Fire Fighters in 
Struggle to Catch Suffo- 
cated Birds. 


Fire in the top story of the abandoned 
parochial school of St. John’s parish at 
Sixteenth street and Clark avenue last 
night routed several hundred pigeons 
from the eaves of the building, which 
had been their home for years. Almost 
a hundred of the fluttering birds, over- 
come by smoke, as they fell to the 
street, were caught by boys, who car- 
ried them away. Another: hundred of 
the birds were suffocated, and fell to 
the upper floor of the building. 

The fire originated in the third story 
in the part of the building formerly used 
as a hall. The damage to the building 
Was small. 

When the dense smoke poured from 
the windows and drove the suffocating 
pigeons out, a small army of boys 
struggled on the pavement below to 
catch them as they fell, most of them 
unconscious, 

The struggle was so lively to capture 
the birds that the police had to use 
force to drive the youngsters away to 
enable the fire department to reach the 
burning structure. 


“WASH YOUR HANDS OFTEN,” IS 
CHICAGO'S OFFICIAL ADVICE 


Health Board Says Invisible Dirt 
Is the Kind That Carries 


Disease. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 3.—‘“Wash your 
hands; wash them often.” This is 
the advice of the health board in com- 
menting on food and the handling of 
it. 

“Some dirty hands are clean and 
some clean hands are dirty and dan- 
gerously dirty. This means some 
dirt is harmless and other !s not. 
Most often it is the invisible dirt 
that is dangerous to life and health. 
The farmer’s hands may be grimy 
from the soil of the farm; the plas- 
terer’s hands may be covered with 
lime and mortar;* but in neither case 
would the dirt be dangerous.

In preparing recently to make a nomi- 
nation for West Point, a congressman 
asked the War Department if the fact 
that his nominee was left-handed would 
operate as a bar to his admission to 
West Point. 

As the question had never before 
been raised, the Surgeon-General of the 
Army was asked for an opinion. That 
official reported that a left-handed cadet 
may not properly be considered as 
physically disqualified. It is considered 
as certain that there have been cadets 
at West Point who were left-handed, 
put this fact seems never to have oc- 
casioned comment.

“Don’t let those fellows kid you,” re- 
marked Lenihan. ‘‘They are trying to 
sell you gold bricks.’’ ee

Lenihan tgen addressed an insulting 
remark to Father Tracy, according to 
Morgan and Donnelly, and struck him 
in the face. Blood spurted from Father 
Tracy's nose. Before he could arise 
from his chair, Lenthan snatched off the 
priest’s. collar and threw it on tiie side- 
walk, 

In an tant Father Tracy was on 
his feet. As he arose he drew back his 
fists and landed first with his right 
and then with his left on Lenihan’s jaw.

Asked for Substitute. 

He arose and started again toward 
the priest. Father Tracy drew back, 
and called for someone to take his place 
in the fight.

Father Tracy had on his spectacles, 
and as Lenihan approached he crouch.

Not understanding that 
he -was shoutMng for he!p, the specta- 
tors turned thelr eves upon him with 
languid interest. Yong Bryson, who 
was 15 feet away trom Holt, started 
swimming toward him, but after a ¢-w 
strokes he, too, was stricken and called 
for help. 

, Appeared to Be Playing. 

The efforts of the youths to keep 
afloat. looked: fromthe shore ‘like 
playful imitations of inexpert swim- 
mers, and their shouts seemed in 
keeping “with the game. The elder 
Bryson and Glassmeyer, therefore, 
sat idle and smiling on the sandbar. 

It was not until young Bryson, 
with his. last strength, turned his 
face, white and drawn with pain, 
towards the land that his father 
realized his plight. As he sprang 
into the water, Holt disappeared, and 
a moment later his companfon sank. 

Body of Bryson Recovered. 

Bryson's body was recovered soon 
afterwards by fishermen, but at a 
late hour last night Holt’s body had 
not been found, although.the river 
was dragged with grappling hooks. 
Holt was visiting the Bryson home 
at 1017 East Third sfreet, Alton. 

The steamer Alton was stranded 
on Freeman’s Bar a month ago and 
remained there all night, with sev- 
eral hundred passengers aboard.

ed in the check. Then he deducts 
rtain amount—say $40 from a loan 
of $150—and hands the borrower the 
balance. The sum deducted by the in- 
dorser is a fee, he tells the berrower, 
for the accommodation of indorsing the 
note, 

“The salary buyer does net ge to it 
in such a round about fashion. He takes 
an assignment of the borrower's salary 
as security for his loan. Thon he 
makes out a note for the same amount 
that he lends. The borrower, when he 
takes up the note or extends it, must 
pay the salary buyer «4 stipulated 
amount. The tneney lender will not 
admit this and as he gives the borrow- 
er no receipt it is a hard matter to 
prove that he is charging usurious in- 
terest. — | 

“The weakest system is that employed 
by a few money sharks who style them- 
selves brokers, When a borrower ap- 
preaches them they say they have no 
money, but can get it frem somecne 
clee, providing the borrower is -illing 
tc pay a commission for his services.

Agent Controls Nearly Every 
Juvenile Amateur, Rent- 
ing Them Out.

Fee Paid by Picture Houses 
Is Taken Out of Young 
Performers’ Prizes, 





A child labor trust, which has cor- 
nered the juvenile theatrical performers 
of St. Louis and farms them out at 20 
cents a head for “amateur nights” at 
moving picture shows, has been un- 
earthed by State Factory Inspector W. 
W. Williams. 

The magnate of the trust is E. Ww. 
Capps, 1415 North Twenty-second street, 
whose own children, 6, 4 and 3 years old, 
are notable prige-winners at odeon con- 
tests. 

In an effort to compel moving picture 
show managers to obey the child labor 
law, Williams has brought a test case 
against Louis Wagner, proprietor of an 


be heard Thursday in the Court of 
Criminal Correction. ' He is charged 
with employing. Lillian Schaeffer, 8 years 
old, who helped support her family with 
the prizes she won, averaging $20 a 
week, at moving picture shows. 

The law forbids the employment<of 
children under 14 years of age and pro- 
hibits all who are less than 16 years 
old from working after.7 p. m. Willlams 
wishes a court decision as to whether 
habitual participation in moving picture 
contests for money prizes constitutes 
employment, under the law. 

Organizd the “Union.” 

Capps told a Post- Dispatch reporter 
last night that his booking agency has 
been in operation since last May and 
that he controls about eighty amateurs. 

“There may be a few independents in 
town,’ said he, “but there are not 
many. I’ve organized the amateurs into 
a kind of union, of Which I am the 
head, the president.’’ 

“I get my rake-off from the man- 
agers of the shows. They ask me to 
send them so many amateurs for a cer- 
tain night and I assign them. When I 
send five performers I get $1. In order 
to pay me, the managers cut $1 from 
the first prize. For instance, if it was 
$5, it is reduced to §$4.’’ 

Littie Girls Best for Show. 

On Capps’ mirror was chalked a sign, 
reading: 

Any amateur who fails to cover 

an assignment will be fined 50 

cents or be dropped from the 

agency’s books. 

He declared that he has not booked 
any children under age for several days, 
as @ consequence of Wagner's arrest. 

“Little girls are fine in our busi- 
ness,” he said, when a visitor told 
him of two young performers, one 10, 
the other 12. “You say they can do 
a lHttle song and dance? Great! 
They'll hear from me if that case 
goes our way Thursday.” 

A young acrobat named Miller, who 
is in charge of Capps’ office during 
his absence, told the reporter the 
names of five moving picture shows 
in the North End, at which he said 
performers under age and supplied 
by the agency, took part in oongents 
last week. 

Capps defends his renting of chil- 
dren as performers on the ground 
that they obtain educational advan- 
tages. He shows his sincerity, he 
declares, by permitting his own chil- 
dren, one of them an infant, to strive 
for prizes. 

The elder, Kendall, is a contortion- 
ist. His brother, Earl and their baby 
sister, Eda, are singers. Kandell, his 
father boasted, won a $50 medal in 
one contest anda $10 prize in anoth- 
er. 

“Better Than the Street.” 

“T had rather have my children ama- 
teuring,"’ said he, “than running about 
‘the streets and worrying their mother 
to death. They are better off on the 
stage than they would be learning to 
swear and smoke cigarettes in the al- 
leys. Besides, they are getting an in- 
valuable education. 

‘It’s hard on a lot of families if the 
children are not permitted to play at 
the moving picture shows. I know one 
family that hag been without food since 
the factery inspector ordered their 10- 
year-old boy to stop amateuring.” 
Capps saya he noticed last spring that 
while there were often 2% contestants 
for prizes at one nickelodeon, at anoth- 
er, where the prizes were larger, there 
would net be a single entrant.

By agreement with a number of nick- 
eledeon managers, he organized «4 cir- 
cuit, inte which ne amateur could enter 
to compete for, prises except through 
himself. His fees, it is estimated, aver- 
aged $15 a night. The managers saved 
the money they spent formerly in ad- 
vertising for performers and paid Gapps 
by deducting his commissions from the 
first prizes. 

Some Young Performers. 
Williams says thet he will take no fur- 
pther action in the matter until the Wag- 
ner case is decided.

tion day. The trust-breaking ataff has 


combination that levies tribute from 
every man, women and child in the 
United States and exacts a money con- 
tribution for every electrical appliance. 

Then the question of bringing suit wil! 
be directly before the President and 
Attorney-General. If they decide to 
prosecute, a more interesting query be- 
fore them will be as to when they will 
begin, before or after election. Will 
they risk- doing what the members of 
the trust-breaking staff think is right 
and take the chances of having the 
campaign for control of the House of 
the Sixty-second Congress reorganized 
right at the most crucial time, by thus 
holding up the manager of it and Sen- 
ator Crane and Committeeman Brooker 
as violators of the Sherman anti-trust 
law? The men tin the Department of 
Justice have raised that question among 
themselves. 

Administration in Quandary.

BOMB WRECKS HOUSE, 
SHATTERS MANY WINDOWS 


Four Families Occupying Dwell- 
ing Escape Unharmed; Hun- 
dreds Flee to Streets. 


A bomb, the explosion of which 
sounded like a thunder-clap, was thrown 
at 12:15 o’clock this morning against 
a two-story, double tenement bullding, 
housing four Italian families, at 1432 
North Ninth street.

When a reporter boarded the train at 
Tower Grove Station, Judge Homer 
greeted him with courtesy mingled with 
a reserve that is characteristic of him.

Judge Homer will remain on the Cir- 
cult bench for a month to dispateh a 
number of cases which he says he feels 
obliged to dispose of personally.

Post, who is a millionaire manu- 
facturer of breakfast foods in Battle 

Greek, Mich., asked the judgment in a 

suit to restrain the federation and the 

Buck's company from carrying out an 

agreement to close the Buck's plant 

to all but union men. Post is a stock- 

‘holder in the company. 

‘Post's petition charges that, as 
the owner of $110,000 of the $1,500,000 
of the stock of the Buck’s company, 
he will be injured by having the plant 
employ only union men. 

Fifty defendants are named in the 
petition, including President Samuel 

Gompers, Vice-President John Mitch- 

ell and Secretary Frank Morrison of 

the American Federation of Labor. 

Gompers and others of the labor lead- 

ers are to be in St. Louls Tuesday to 

meet Frederic W. Gardner, manager 
of the Buck's company, to complete 
the agreement reached in Cincinnat! 

July 19 to.end the warfare of years

Attorney Arthur B. Williams of

PINE REGION “TAP LINE” RATES 





Tariffs Filed Against Joint Routes 
in Southwest Increased Cost 


of Shipment. 

WASHINGTON, ‘Sept. 3.—Radical 
action was taken by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission today in the 
suspension of the new rates and 
charges filed by the Kansas City 
Seuthern Railway Co., the. Texarkana 
& KEort Smith Railway Co. and the 
Arkansas Railway Co. 
against certain so-called “tap lines” 
connecting with these roads. 

In accordance with tariffs filed by 
the three lines named, joint routes 
and through rates were cancelled with

the ‘‘tap lines” in question. All of 
the “tap lines” transport lumber 
from certain districts to junetion 


points on the thfough routes. Here- 
tofore the main ljnes have granted 
to the “tap lines” the privilege of 
making through routes and joint 
rates to various points of destination 
in other states than that in which 
the traffic originates. 

The effect of the cancellation of 
the through routes ahd joint rates is 
to increase from two.to six cents a 
hundred pounds the rates on ship- 
ments from points on the “tap lines” 
to points in other states:

EAGER TO WIN $30, 000 FOR 
ST. LOUILS-NEW YORK FLIGHT, 
AVIATORS AW AIT WORD “GO” 


| 
Five Wright Pupils 


Want American 
to Fake World- 
Post-Dispatch 
Prize. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—F*fve of the 
most.skillful aviators in the United 
States, pupils of Orville and Wilbur 
Wright of Dayton, O., are waiting 
only for the word “go” and they will 
be on the wing from St. Ldéuis to 
New York for the 
patch $30,000 prize. The five flyers 
are Walter Brookins, Ralph John- 
stone, Arch Hoxsey, Duval LaChap- 
ple and Frank Coffyn, all of whom 
attracted national attention by their 
daring flight at the Asbury aviation 
meet a week ago. 

If it were not for the fact that the 
members of this aviation quintet are 


bound by contracts only to take part 
in such events as their instructors 
indicate, it is more than likely that 
some of the birdmen would be try- 
ing to fly the 1000 miles between St. 
Louls and New York before the time 
for the race. 

“I just wish I could make the 
flight now,” said Ralph Johnstone. 
“I know we can do it and do it we 
will, I feel as comfortable in a 26 
or 25-mile wind as I do in a 10-mile 
wind and it is very probable that in 
making the flight from St. Louis to 
New York one will be able to select 
four days during which there will 
not be more than 25-mile an hour 
wind,” 

Johnstone is the fledgling of the 
Wright flock of aviators, but has shown 
remarkable quickness in fiying. He 
took his first ride in an aeroplane in 
May. In June he made his first flight 
alone, and up to the present he has 
made about 8 flights. He is also 
the heaviest of the Wright fliers, weigh- 
ing nearly 200 pounds. 

Brookins has won international fame 
ag an aviator on account ef his won- 
derful skill in tu?fming short circles in 
midair. He holds an official record of 
turning a Wright biplane around an 
imaginary pivot in 62-5 seconds, while 
he also holds an unofficial record of 
making a complete circle in 5% seconds. 
Brookins also has shown wonderful 
maneuvering when making special drops 
from great heights. He can make his 
aeroplane roll over the upper atmos- 
phere in what he calls “the double 
bank.” The ‘‘double bet##* means that 
when an aeroplane is “flying at top 
speed along a straight-away. course the

Brookins, who made 
a world’s record for altitude on July 
9 last, flying 6,125 feet over the 
board walk at Altantic City, is more 
than anxious to be selected. 

“Somebody ought to win the 
World-Post-Dispatch prize long be- 
fore the date for the contest ex- 
mle remarked Brookins. “I wish 
I uld enter right away. The con- 
ditions governing the flight could 
not be better. Some of the flyers, I 
understand, are complaining because 
the 1000 miles has to be made within 
100 hours. It is absolutely foolish to 
think 100 hours is too little time. In 
my mind that is the least important 
matter about making the flight.

“In the United States we should be 
more anxious not to let foreign avia- 
tors get ahead of us. They are mak- 
ing ® great many splendid crogss- 
country flights on the’ other side of 
the Attantic which the aviators in 
this country— shoutd not allow to 
stand as records.” 

“I think that the World ang Post- 
Dispatch are offering a great incen- 
tive for the American flyers and at 
the same time urging that the Unitéd 
States shovld not take a backward 
step in. the matter of aviation, It 
would be a shame If the aeroplane 
which, in its perfectee state, was an 
American invention, should be usvda 
with greater success and enthusiasm 
in Europe than in the land of its 
birth.” 

Easy for Two Men, 

La Chapple and Coffyn are just as 
enthusiastic as their colleagues. La 
Chapple believes that the 1000 miles 
could be traveled faster and with 
greater success if the machine were 
run by two men. In this way he 
believes that one man would always 
be fresh and that neither operator 
would suffer so much from fatigue. 
He sajd: 

“I am quite confident that a 
Wright machine containing two 
operators would be the most sensi- 
ble way to compete for the World's 
$30,000 prize. Of course, I don’t mean 
that the trip could not be made by 
one man, but it would be doubly in- 
teresting if {t were made with two 
men,” 

Coffyn has been training with the 
newest Wright biplane built espe- 
clally for cross country flying and for 
the New York-St. Louis flight. This 
machine has a smaller spread of can- 
vas than the older type of Wright 
biplane, has gome improvements’ in 
the construction of the motor and, 
more important than anything else, it 
has al] the rudders attached to the 
tail of the machine. This is the first 
biplane to have both rudders bullt 
at the rear.

ZEPPELIN FLIES 
WITH 19 ABOARD 





Trip of 53 Miles Made in 65 
Minutes—Thousands 
Cheer. | 


BERLIN, Sept. 3.—At a speed whieh 
sets new records for lighter-than-air 
machines, the Zeppelin IV flew the 
53 miles from Baden-Baden to Heidel- 
berg, today, carrying a crew of seven 
and 12 passengers. The trip, which 
was made with the smoothness and 
precision of a journey by railway 
train, consumed 65 minutes. 

The average speed was 49 miles an 
hour, which is accounted the -record 
for dirigible balloons. All along the 
route the mammoth air craft and its 
inventor were cheered, for the Ger- 
man people, as well as the Count him- 
self, believe that his type of balloon 
was vindicated by this flight, after 
the crushing disaster of June 29. The 
balloon is about 450 feet long. 

Tens of thousands of people wit- 
nessed the flight from various towns, 
on farms and by the roadside, and in 
a figurative sense the eyes of the 
whole German Empire were on the 
aged inventor and his wonderful ma- 
chine.

Lest Count of Fares. 

Hubbard said he was standing at the 
handbrake when he was overcome. He 
did not know what had happened, but 
suddenly everything became dark and 
he lost consciousness. Upon reviving, 
he marveled that the mbtorman, who 
was standing but a foot away from him, 
was not rendered unconscious. 

Hubbard told the doctors that he felt 
a little addled and could not tell how 
much of the money in his pocket was 
his and how much the company’s. Doc- 
tors assured him that under the circum- 
stances he was not supposed to be able 
to do so. 

A. bolt of lightning tore a cornice 
from the northeast corner of Butler 
Brothers’ building at Seventeenth and 
Locust streets. Four men standing at 
the curb narrowly escaped being crushed 
under the debris. 

Members of the Fellowcraft Club, a 
men's social organization, at 4733 St. 
Louis avenue, marveled at the fact that 
none of their number was injured when 
two giant elm trees near by were 
torn into shreds by the lightning. A 
score of members were seated in the 
Cciuonouse when a flash, followed by a 
deafening detonation, sent several spin- 
ning from their chairs, 

The trees were split from top to bot- 
tom. Both were shorn of bark, while 
parts severed from the trunks were re- 
duced to the size of laths and strewn 
over the lawn and for 50 feet away to 
the car tracks of the Cass avenue line. 

The men noted an oppressive sulphur- 
ous smell. It permeated the atmos- 
phere without and stifled those within.

Buggy Closely Hooded in 
Rain Held Up in Lonely 
Lane in New York State. 


FOOTPRINTS ARECLEWS 


Bullet Holes in Top of Rig 
Indicate Highwaymen Used 
Army Revolvers. 


By Associated Press. 
HUDSON, N. Y., Sept. 3.—Masked men 


sprang out of the bushes alongside a 


lonely lane this afternoon, held up Dent 
Fowler, paymaster of the Atlas Brick 
Co., and his negro driver, shot the driv- 
er dead, wounded Fowler mortally, and: 
made off with a chest of pay envelopes 
containing $5000. George Ragsdale, the 
driver, died instantly. Two revolver 
bullets entered his head. He was 60 
years old and a trusted employe. Fow- 
ler was wounded near the heart and dled 
without regaining full @onsciousness. 
He was 21 years old, a son of Everett 
Fowler of Haverstraw, N. Y. The rob- 
bers escaped. 

Saturday is pay day at the yards of 
the Atlas Brick Co., and, according to 
custom, young Fowler called at a New- 
burgh bank for his pay money, sorted 
it aut into the proper amounts, ticketed 
the envelopes and started to drive back 
to the yards, half a mile out of town. 
He went armed, as paymasters do, and 
for further protection took with him 
Ragsdale, who was stable boss at the 
yards. It was raining and they rode 
with the buggy top up, the boot well 
raised in front and their heads far back 
in the hood. 

Tries to Aid Police. 

Just what happened is not known, 
as Fowler died before he could mut- 
ter more than a few unintelligible 
words. It could be seen that he was 
struggling to aid the police but his 
vitality was fast ebbing on a tide 
of internal hemorrhages and he sank 
irtto final. unconsciousness without 
making himself understood. 

Although the shooting was done 
within 300 yards of the State Fire- 
mens’ Home and within sight of the 
yards themselves, it was neither seen 
nor heard. The police have to piece 
together a theory of the crime from 
bullet holes and _ footprints. Five 
Two of them tore 
away the side of Ragsdale’s head. A 
third struck the paymaster above the 
heart. The fourth and fifth passed 
through the back of the raised buggy 
top. From the size of the holes it 
would appear that the robbers used 
regulation army 44-caliber revolvers. 
From the footprints there seem to 
have been five in the band. 

. cks Lead Northward, 

The hold-up and the shooting must 
have followed each other almost with 
the rapidity of the shots themselves. It 
can be seen that somebody grabbed the 
horse’s bridle. If a demand for the pay- 
master’s box was made, he never had 
time to refuse or comply. There is no 
evidence that he attempted to defend 
himself. 

Five sets of tracks led northward from 
the scene of the murder. 

At a short distance from the roadside 
New York Central Railroad detectives 
and the Hudson police found whefe the 
trails separated, but they have no other 
clew and no description. 

It was variously reported here this 
afternoon that the murderers got $15,000 
and $7500, but advices from Newburgh, 
where the money was drawn, place the 
amount at $6000.

Grandparent Asks for Cus- 
tody of Children Because 
He’s Wealthy..

The novel argument that a grand; 
father, because he {fs rich, has a better

American State Department 
Officials Surprised. That 
Protest Is Made. 





LONDON, Sept. 38.—Mr. Roosevelt's 
demand that the United States fortify 
the Panama Canal, set forth fn Ris 
speech at Omaha yesterday, is charac- 
terized by the Westminster Gazette 
today as a “direct rejection of the 
terms of the American and British 
agreement of 1901 under which the 
neutralization of the canal is guar- 
anteed.” 

The carrying-out. of such a plan, 
the Gazette says “would mean the 
tearing up of the agreement.” 

The papers admit it to be reason- 
able that the United States should 
assume some military control over 
the new waterway, but suggests to 
the former President that the United 
States should secure any desired al- 
teration of the terms of the agree- 
ment “through diplomatic _ methods 
and not by the repudiation of its 
engagements.” 





Surprise at British Position. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 38.—Officials 
both of the State Department of the 
Army expressed surprise today that 
any question should be raised at this 
time as to the right of the United 
States to erect fortifications along 
the Panama canal. They regard the 
unfavorable comment in the English 
press on Col. Roosevelt's remarks 
about the necessity for fortifying the 
canal eas lack of appreciation both 
of the action of the American Gov- 
ernment and of the attitude of the 
British foreign office itself. 

By implication it is held by American 
officials that the American and British 
agreement of 1901, known as the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, gave the United 
States the right to fortify the canal. 
Omissions Regarded as Significant. 

The implication is drawn from several 
clauses, it igs pointed out. This treaty 
set forth that the United States adopt- 
ed as the basis for the neutralization of 
the canal] the rules governing the Suez 
Canal, with certain modifications. In 
contrast with the Suez rules, the Pana- 
ma Canal rules, it is contended, con- 
tain no spectfic authorization for an 
enemy of the United States to use the 
canal to the detriment of the latter’s 
interest. It is, therefore, contended by 
the United States that her guarantee to 
neutralize the canal only. refers to bel!- 
ligerenta. not enemies of the United 
States. Furthermore, it is added, no ex- 
press provision was incorporated in the 
rules forbidding’ the United States to 
fortify the canal, as was done with 
Turkey In the case of the Suez Canal. 

These omissions are regarded as par- 
ticularly significant by the fact that 
Lord Paunceéfote, who drew the treaty 
of 1901, with Secretary of State Hay, 
was one of the negotiators of the treaty 
that provided for the Suez rules. In 
this case.

While it has 
not as yet been placed on the mar- 
ket, announcement that it is to be 
improved to conform with Parkview 
and University City, already has 
awakened a demand for lots in that

Stutes that they.should be free to 
adopt measures for the defense of 
the canal at a moment when they 
were themselves engaged in hostil)- 
ties." 

The American Government, it is as- 
serted here, has been openly acting 
on the theory that it has the right 
to fortify the canal.

Kauf- 
man and others, who form the bone and 
sinew of the market, have returned to 
the city from their vacations, while W. 
J. Holbrook, F. A. Banister, Isaac T. 
Cook, C. H. McMillan and-A. O. Rule 
are expected this week. 

William Irving Edwards, the guiding 
spirit in Mrs. Grace A. Leathe’s op- 
erations, has returned to the city from 
New York, where he has been arrang- 
ing the details of large projects involv- 
ing the improvement of her St. Louis 
holdings, announcement of which is 
expected in the immediate future. 

Immense Building Projects. * 

With the return of the leaders to the 
city this month, a notable revival is an- 
ticipated in the St. Louis realty market. 


The realty situa*on is bristling with 


possibilities, which sooner or later are 
destined to take ooncrete form. 
Plans are practically completed for 


‘three immense building projects, one 


embracing a 22-story department store 
building for downtown St Louis, -but 
it is thought that these will be kept in 
the background until a more flexible 
financial situation obtains, which, ac- 
cording to bankers, will be in order 
after the crops have been moved.

Officials of the Government will be 
in the city Sept. 6 for the purpose of 
discussing the sites under considera- 
tion for the proposed United States $1,- 
000,000 sub-treasury building, which, it 
is Believed, will be grouped with jhe 
new Postoffice, Municipal and Library 
Bulldings in the district between eigh- 
teenth street, Clark avenue, Twelfth 
and Locust streets. Attention, ac- 
cordingly, is focused on this section. 

Rental Situation Buoyant. 

A plausible feature*in the premises 
is the buoyancy in the rental situation. 
The demand for steam-heated flats and 
apartments is exceeding all -recent 
records of activity in this branch of 
the business, while that for factory 
sites with shipping facilities exceeds 
the supply. The new apartment houses 
are being speedily leased, in many in- 
stances from plans; before they are 
completed, and as a result they are 
being sought by big investors as in- 
come holdings. 

As to factories, according to brokers, 
there are practically no buildings in the 
city available for such purposes to be 
found. 

An improvement in downtown 65t. 
Souls is shown in the absorption of 
space in the downtown skyscrapers, 
which are now more than 90 per cent 
oceupied. 

This fact will doubtless prompt the 
erection of a number of buildings of this 
character the coming year. 

Large Apartments Sold. 

Contracts were executed during the 
week in the sale of several large apart- 
ment buildings in Washington Heights

volving the sale of others, which, it is 


expected, will shortly be concluded. The 


Alfred Ricketts Realty Co. has effected 
the sale of an apartment house on 
Waterman avenue and of one on Maple, 
avenue. The names of the purchasers 
in the foregoing sales will not be made 
public at this time. 

Substantial offers were made for 
downtown Pine and Chestnut. streét 
holdings, controlled by Henry E. Bart- 
ling, by concerns which, it is said, have 
plans for big’ buildings. Mr. Bartling 
declined to disclose the identity of the 
prospective purchasers. The outlook, in 
this section, according to Mr. Bartling, 
who is considered one of the most de- 
pendable prognosticators in St. Louls 
realty circles, was never more attract- 
ive.

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Lack of Export Demand: ane Bearish 
timent on Wheat—Corn and Oats 
Lows in Sympathy. 





The value of wheat showed a slight 
depreciation during the past week, al- 
though trading was professional and 
market influences such as to make both 
the buyers and sellers uncertain of their 
position. 3 

Lack of export business continues a 
depressing influence, as prices have 
largely on the theory 
that foreigners would be forced to buy 
heavily in this market. Even at the 
decline, however, exporters have failed 
to come in, evidently influenced by the 
heavy increase in the world’s shipments 
and increased foreign visible, which indi- 
cate that temporarily’ at least, the for- 
eigner will have no difficulty in obtain- 
ing his supplies. 

If the exports for August total that 
of 1909, of 8,825,000 bu, the trade will 
be surprised. The shipments of flour 
and wheat from this country of the 1909 
crop were 85,000,000 bu, with heaviest 
shipments during the last four months 
of this year. 

Nevertheless, if the foreign reports on 
the European outlook are reliable, the 
United States should ultimately be called 
on for considerably more than on last 
year’s crop. This is why bull traders 
assert that a heavy outgo of our wheat 
is inevitable. The price, however, will 
decide ‘the question. 

While a large amount of flour has been 
booked by domestic winter wheat millers 
there is not the urgent demand that 
buyers displayed in 1909. Then there 
was a steady demand for prompt to end- 
off-season shipments; now irregular, with 
practically no sales beyond the end of 
the year. * 

A steadily maintained future market 
would help the demand, but prices ad- 
vancing rapidly one day and declining 
as quickly the next discourages the 
trade.

The promise of corn also shows no 
falling off and a 3,000,000,000 bu crop 
seems assured, unless shortened: by 
frost damage, which has never proved 
extensive in corn. 

The domestic visible supply of 
wheat the past week increased 2,635,- 
000 bu: last week increased 3,780,006 
bu; last year’ decreased 221,000 bu. 
The visible is now 24,997,000 bu, 
against 22,562,000 bu last week and 
8,362,000 bu Jast year. Corn for the 
week decreased 616,000 bu, oats in- 
creased 4,526,000 bu. 

The foreign situation showed con- 
siderable- improvement from the 
standpoint of the growing crop, clear- 
ing weather being reported in the 
United Kingdom, where excessive 
rainfall has been a disturbing factor.

About.the only state which has 
declined .in conditiong since the issu- 
ance of the last Government report is 
Texas, where the condition is thought 
to have decreased about 15 points, Nu- 
merous estimates are now heard of a

We enter the new seagon with a@ visible 
supply of cotton Which is about half a 
million less than last year. Aside from 
this the invisible is perhaps a million 
bales less than @ year ago and a crop 
of 12,000,000 bales, which is more than 
present conditions indicate, would be 
much too small to fill requirements.

REDMOND. COMES WEST 


O’Connor Goes to .Canada, 
Devlin to the South, Boyle 
to Pacific Coast. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept 3—What 
promises to be the greatest national 
gathering in America in connection 
with the Irish cause is the biennial 
convention of the United Irish League 
of America, which will be held here 
Sept.'27, 28 and 29. 

No such enthusiasm has been ap- 
parent in the Irish ranks in. America 
and Canada since the early days of 
the land league movement under Par- 
nell as is being displayed all over the 
country in connection with the com- 
ing convention, New branches of the 
organization are being formed ‘dally, 
each particular city and section being 


desirous of securing representation 
in what is certain to prove a historic 
gathering. 

John E. Redmond, M. P., the Irish 
leader, and three of his principal col- 
leagues are coming from Ireland spe- 
clally to attend the convention, and 
will afterward address a series of 
meetings all over the United States 
and Canada in the Interest of the 
Irish cause. A most elaborate pro- 
gram of meetings has already been 
practically arranged for all four of 
the members of parliament, embrac- 
ing the entire country, as far west. 
as San Francisco and north to Port- 
land, and Vancouver, and south to 
New Orleans. 


First Visit.to America. 
T. P. O’Connor, M. P., for the Scot- 


land division of Lfverpool; Joseph Dev- 
lin, M. P. for West Belfast, and Danie! 
Boyle, M. P. for North Mayo, wil ac- 
company Mr. Redmond on his visit 19 
America. 

This will be Mr. Boyle's first visit to 
America, the other three having made 
repeated visits to thig country. Mr. 
Boyle has long been recognized as ono 
cf the leaders among the Irish in En- 
sland. An Irishman by birth, he has 
lived most of his life in England and 
kas for many years taken a leading 
part as an Alderman of Manchester in 
the Irish cause. 

He has been for years at the head of 
the Tramwey Commiites of the Man. 
chester city government, perhaps the 
most important committee of that body, 
and is likewise a magistrate of that 
city. He was elected as member for 
North Mayo at the’ last general ele-- 
tion, belng the special choice of Johr 
Redmond. There were thres candidates 
for the seat, but they all agreed to with- 
draw and leave the choice of a canidi- 
date to Mr. Redmond, whose selection 
was Mr. Boyle. 

He is a calm, logical, forceful and 
able speaker, who f8 certain to prove 
"a great favorite on American platforms. 

The delegation from Ireland is iex- 
pected to sail from Queenstown on the 
steainer Baltic, on.sept. 18, and will 
reach New York Sept. 24 or 25. ~ They 
will be gtven a great welcome on their 
arrival in New York, and will start at 
once for Buffalo, to attend the conven- 
tion. The National Committee of the 
United Irish League of America and 
the envoys fromIreland will meet at 
the Hotel Iroquois, Buffalo, which will 
be the headquarters of the Irish vis- 
itors and the National Committee dur- 
ing the convention, at 3 o'clock on 
Monday evening, Sept. 26, to put the 
finishing touches on the program for 
the convention. 


Four Speakers at Boston 
The convention will be opened at 10 


o'clock, Sept. 27, and last two days. 
A mass meeting, which will be ad- 
dressed by all four of the envoys from 
Ireland and notable speakers from va- 
rious parts of this country, will be a 
feature of the first day’s session in the 
evening. 

At the close of the convention the 
delegates and their friends will be the 
guests of the city of Buffalo and tho 
local United Irish League branches on 
a trip to Niagara Falls, Sept. 29. It 
is expected that 1000 delegates from all: 
over the country will attend the con- 
vention. 

Boston will have an opportunity‘ of 
welcoming and listening to all four of 
the ambassadors from Ireland. They 
will speak at an immense meeting in 
Symphony Hall, on Sunday § eveninz, 
Oct. 9.

Correspondence cards are. a short cut in 
letjer writing and are liked by women who 
send forth fiocks of little notes. They are 
square cards which exactly fit the envelopes 
without folding and are useful for short notes 
or informa] invitations. Letter paper and 
envel@es in one we have imported from En- 
giand. Thus we receive an envelope having 
perforated edges, and, tearing off the edges 
all around at the line of perforations, we dis- 
cover the letfer written inside the envelope. 
Foreign correspdndence stationery has late- 
ly had the attention of the paper manufac- 
turers, and with excellent results. A letter 
from friends abroad in its thin envelope, with 
unfamiliar postmark and stamp, is alwats a 
weleome sight. but it should be doubly so 
now in its new dress. Charming fine-ribbed 
paper, delicate in texture and in pale shades 
of blue, violet and gray, has envelopes to 
mateh, with lining of a deeper shade of the 


fame color, so that the writing within ¢an- 


not be read through the thin envelope. Some- 
times the dining is of plaid paper with har- 
monious color introduced, occasionally of some 
contrasting shade. These papers are cut .in 
medium and large sizes,. with envelope to 
match, and the paper is so light that several 
sheets may he used without fear of the letter 
being overweight. 

The marking of stationery ig largely a mat- 
ter of individual taste. Crests, coats of arms, 
nonograms and street addresses stamped or 
engraved upon the first page of letter paper 
intended ‘or soctal .orrespondence are equally 
good form. If the writer is ambitious to use 
crested paper and has a family crest, any en- 
graving bouece will cut a die. 

If a family crest or coat of arms is available 
and the user wishes to be absolutely correct 
in its use, one or two rules are wel] to bear 
in mind. The first is that an unmarried wom- 
sn is entitled te use the family coat of arms. 
but only in the shape of a lozenge, as it is 
called. That is, the outline of the coat of 
arms is inclosed in a diamond or -oval-shaped 
disk. When a woman marries she is entitled 
to use her husband's coat of arms, but never 
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the crest and motto alone. That is a dis- 
tirctly masculine privilege.. This is a distinc- 
tion too often fdrgotten, as it is a common 
occurrence to see women's belongings marked 
with a crest instead of the correct coat of 
arma. :

In.her home in Denver and at her 
ranch in Idaho she has innumerable trophies to prove her prowess 
with tne shotgun, revolver and rifle. The walls of her houses, both 
in city and on ranch, are hung the pelts of catamounts and lions, 
and her floors are spread with bear skins, all the result of her unerring 
aim with the ‘‘shooting iron.’’ 

Mrs, Stuart has just won a suit in Utah against her late husband’s 
partner, J. D. Pederson. When Bennett died he left his wife a fourth 
interest in the royalties paid by the Remington Arms Co. for manufactur- 
ing the pump gun. : 

Pederson, Mrs. Stuart alleges, made: violent love to her after the death 
of Bennett, and she made a settlement with him for her, share of the roy- 
alties. Later Pederson’s love cooled, and he failed to. make the payments. 

Mrs. Bennett had since married another man, and this complicated the 
matter. 

The trial judge said that while he had sympathy for the lover who 
offered to give his beloved the moon ior a diadem, he had none for the one 
who fell down on an agreement to pay over the sordid things, and he gave 

the sar rifle shot a verdict which met with general approval in her native State. 

Bennett, who was an expert shot and the champion of Colorado, Oklahoma and Kansas, taught his 
wife to shoot.

HAT it is possible to see with the nerves.

. Press reports a few days ago told of the dis- 
turbances near ‘the little archipelago known as 
the Bogoslof, cn the Bering Sea side. Here nu 
merous tiny Islands have appeared above the eur: 
face of the water, and on the older islands living 
volcanoes have been spouting streams of fire, 
Java and ashes across the occan’s face. 

Most recent of all has beer a fall of ashes that 
bas deluged the entire wustern portion of Alaska, 
impeding traffic over the trails, on account of 
the difficulty of seeing more than a few rods 
ahead. The ashes were s° fine as to fill the at- 
mosphere like the smoke cf a forest fire. 

Along the coast volcanoes have developed that 
Were never known to exist, even in the legends of 
the natives, which run back hundreds of \ ears 
and which cause the Indians to point with awe 
to certain’of the towering, snow-covered moun- 
tains that rise from the Alaskan ranges.

The 
United States revenue cutter Perry is cruising 
the waters constantly, looking for seal poachers, 
and a man keeps a sharp eye looking for rocks, 
new land aad islets that may navé risen in a 
night. 

Strangest of all are the recent transformations 
far in the depths of the ocean itself. In one 
place a great submarine mountain has been 


thrown up, almost reaching to the surface of the 


water, while al] around it the sea is from two to 
three miles deep. With this upheaval the Seat- 
tle-Valdez cable was snapped and the cable ship 
Burnside, on going north to repair the broken 
parts, located one end more than five miles from 
the other, so great had been the action. 

It was in 1882 that the first new island of the 
Bogoslof eppeared in the waters north of the 
Aleut’an chain. When !{t was first found, no one 
would venture on it, for fear of being burned. 
Almcrt annually, sometimes in less time another 
island eppeared or an older one turned over to 
one side to let Nature increase its size by forcing 
up another large area of land. Year after year 
this transformetion has gone on, until now the 
Bogesiof group contains almost 10) square miles. 

A year ago the largest island of the group lay 
in the quiet water, with its highest altitude not 
more than 500 feet. The next morning it was 
observed that a great peak more than 2000 feet 
high reared its rocky form&tion up in the center 
of the island. 

This is the peak that was reported to have been 
throwing out lava and ashes Jest week. It is ex- 
pected daily that reports will be sent down tell- 
ing of greater formations because of this recent 
volcanic and seismic disturbance. 

Sept. 1, 1907, the crew of the whaling veseel 
Herman were the living witnesses to the disap- 
pearance of McCullough Peak, which sank into 
the Pacific as the ship passed about 10 miles dis- 
tant. The land has entirely disappeared where 
thie tall, stately mountain once reared itself bold- 
ly out of the Pacific. The cutter Perry reported 
on July 4, 1997, the addition to Uncle Sam's do- 
main of a new possession which they named Per- 
ry Peak, a newly formed isiend’ that rose from 
the water and associated itself with others of 
the Bogoslof group, 

Ap incalculable number of incidents could be 
related concerning the birth of new land in the 
North. At this time Uncle Sam has several coast 
surveying parties locating and charting newly 
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pair the Seattle-Valdez (Alaska) cable last week, it was found 
m of the sea had caused the break and that the mountains 


formed land and making notes of the recent 
changes of the ocean’s bottom, that the new in- 
formation may be used by mariners to help them 
ward off the danger of running their ships onto 
land heretofore unknown. 

Were it not for similar phenomena of the past, 
which serve as a guide in explaining the present 
conditions along the Alaskan coast north of the 
Aleutian Islands, the upheaval of the last few 
weeks would leave scientists, as well as laymen, 
in the dark. 

By reason of extensive study of what has hap- 
pened before, it is possible, however, to make out 
what is now going on even in sections of the 


ocean that have not yet been visited since Na- ° 


ture gave the earth her last and greatest jolt— 
those sections, for instance, from which come the 
volcanic ashes that are filtering down now over 
the interior Alaskan trails hundreds and possi- 
bly a thousand or more miles from the actual 
spot of the eruption. 

When it was first visited by white men under 
Capt. Cook, in 1778, the only spot of land in the 
expanse of sea where Bogoslof group now covers 
an area of approximately 100 square miles, was 
a jut of bare rock which took the name of Ship 
Island, probably being so named by Capt. Cook. 
It may have stood there for centuries, and proba- 
bly was originally much larger than when dis- 
covered by the adventurous explorer of the Pa- 
cific. 

It is an amazing fact, however, that within less 
than two score years after Cook tured into 
the Bering another upheaval occurred in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Ship Rock and the island 
known as Bogoslof, or Old Bogoslof, came into 
existence—the nucleus of the group which has 
since been born there out of the womb of the sea. 

A little over a century élapsed before another 
island child was born—104 years, to be exact, or 
in the summer of 1882. It was called New Bo- 
goslof. Ship Rock stood between old Bogoslof 
and New Bogoslof, and was 87 feet high when 
visited, in 1884, by Lieut. Cantwell and Dr. Yea- 
mans of the revenue cutter Corwin. It was on an 
isthmus connecting the old island with the new. 
The presence of barnacles and water marks 20 
feet above the surface of the ocean showed wat 
Ship Rock had recently been elévated above the 
line where it stood when first.seen by Capt. Cook. 

In 1885 Capt. Healy of the Corwin noted that 
Ship Rock was apparently in the same condition 
as when seen by his expedition the year pre-

In 1890 a scientific visitor found nothing left 
of Ship Rock but a pile of debris. Its downfall, 
Merriman says, was probably in 1888 or 1889, and 
its knowr history thus covers a period of 120

during a period of a little 
over a century, Ship Rock, 
of volcanic formation, had 
been discovered, two other 
islands had been thrown 
up and an isthmus had 
been formed between the 
two islands with Ship 
Rock near its center, and, 
finally, Ship Rock had 
crumbled and fallen. 

In 1895 an expedition 
visited the islands—or 
what had previously been 
two small mountains 
joined by an _ isthmus 
which made them into one 
island—and was able to 
sail between the two, the 
isthmus having entirely 
disappeared, again making 
two islands.

In the meantime, too, olf Bogoslof had disin- 
tegrated greatly, its height in various years be- 
ing approximated as ranging from 2500 down to 
350 feet, and it is now even lower than the last 
figure—gradually going back to the sea from 
whence it came. Just what the upheaval of the 
last two weeks may have done to either of the 
old islands is not yet known. 

Take your map of Alaska and locate a point 
about 30 miles north of the island of Umnak, or 
Uminak, as some spellings have it, and 40 miles 
northwest of Unalaska, points in the string of 
islands known as the Aleutians, which jut out 
There 
you have the location of the Bogoslof group, 
shown only on the latest maps—and even the 
latest do not show the extent of the group. 

It seems rather strange that no one witnessed 
the birth of the island known as New Bogoslof, 
while excellent descriptions of the coming into 
the world of the old island more than a century 
before are of record. 

C. Hart Merriman, in the report of the Harri- 
man Alaska expedition, says that Aleuts and resi- 
dent agents of the old Russian-American Co., 
on the islands of Umnak and Unalaska, reported 
(to persons who preserved the record) that on 
May 7, 1796, a storm from the northwest cut off 
the outlook seaward; that on the 8th, when the 
weather cleared, ‘‘there was seen a few miles 
away a column of smoke, beneath which at even- 
ing something blaek appeared. 

“During the night fire 2rose in this place, and 
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at times became so bright that every object 08 
the island could be clearly distinguished. An 
earthquake shook the island (Umnak) and a ter- 
rible roaring came back from the islands to the 
south,” 

Some idea of the terrible violence of this up- 
heaval may be obtained from the fact that in the 
throes of its birth the rising island of Bogoslof 
twice hurled stones as far as Umnak, a distance

’ diminished and the newly. risen island was seen, 


shaped like a black-pointed cap.” 

Thus it was born, practically, in a night. Aft- 
erward the island grew and for a month threw 
up fire continuously. 

It was four years before the smoke cleared 
away, and eight years after it was born hunters 
visiting the island “found the water warm and 
the ground so hot that no one could walk on it!” 

Thus do we gather from the past a faint idea 
of what has transpired within toe last few weeks 
in an upheaval even more terrible than the one 
here described—one that may have thrown 
numerous such {slands as Old Bogoslof, and whi 
is known to have created many small enes. 

New Bogoslof came into existence in a much 
quieter manner than did the first island. There 
was no earthquake shock and the exact date of 
its upheaval is not known. It ~as first seen Sept. 
27, 1883, by Capt. Anderson of the schooner Mat- 
thew Turner. 

“It was then in active eruption, throwing out 
large masses of heated rock and great: volurm 
of smoke, steam and ashes, which came from t 
apex and from numerous fissures on the sides a 
base, some of which were below the surface 
the sea.”’ . 

Great rocks, thrown high in the afr, fell t 
into the sea, hissing and sending forth ste 
Black smoke rose from the new island and 
night the whole section was aglow from its f 
among the sea lions near it a passing vessel 
served many ‘vhich had been scalded until the 
hair came off. , : 

Just what havoc was wrought among the living 
creatures on Old Bogoslof when New Bogoslof 
was born none‘may know. As far back as legend 
goes, Ship Rock had been a rendezvous for sea 
lions, and Old Bogoslof had always been covered 
with them and with countless birds. 

When Merriman first visited New Bogoslof, in 
lova, he states that vast hordes of sea birds, 
chiefly murres and arries, had begun to take pos- 
session of it, although it had not yet cooled. — 

“They stood by thousands on projecting points 
and ledges, wherever the rocks were not too 
hot,” he says, “and bundreds of their eggs, in 
every age from fresh to hatching, and young in 
various conditions of early growtn were observed. 

“Many sought the steam-enshrouded crags, 
where, when the vapor clouds were momentarily 
blown aside by the wind, we re eatedly saw thou- 
sands serenely standing side by side as if envek 
oped in ordinary fog.’’ 

Another such a scene as must have occurred 
when New Bogoslof came into existence can be 
reckoned on as having taken place when the 
latest upheavals occurred the other day in the 
Bogoslof district. . 

Even with the knowledge of the processes and 
conditions obtaining among the volcanic islands 
of the North, as here outlined, it is impossible 
to say what the extent of the recent disturh-

“Flourless Bread” 
Latest Invention 


E have horseless carriages ang fireless cook- 
W ers, but the latest innovation is “‘flourless 
bread.” In the new process the necessity 
of milling the grain is eliminated, the wheat be- 
ing used as it comes from the threshing machine. 
The idea is that of a concern in Paris, and the 
machine developed by it transforms the wheat 
into dough by the following means: 

“The machine consists mainiy of a large screw 
turning loosely in a case on whose inner sur- 
face is a screw thread running in the opposite 
direction. Between the main threads on the cyl- 
inder are smaller threads and the depth of the 
groove between the main threads grows pro- 
gressively smaller from one end to the other, so 
that it will hold the entire wheat grain as it en- 
ters the machine and will accommodate only the 
pulverized wheat at the exit. 

“The wheat must first be prepared for bread- 
making by a thorough washing, after which 
about a pint of tepid water to a pound of grain 
is added, and the whole is allowed to stand about 
six hours. At the end of this time the grains of 
wheat have swollen to double their ordinary size. 

“It is then mixed with the necessary quantity 
of yeast and salt and poured into the machine. 
It falls between the threads of the moving screw 
and of the fixed contrary screw, which crush the 
envelope and body of the grain, making of them 
a homogeneous mixture which just before leaving 
the screws forms a smooth paste. 

“The work of kneading is terminated by the 
operation of a glider, formed of two parallel sur- 
faces. One of these surfaces is the extremity of 
the movable screw, while the other is fixed to the 
contrary screw and has a central hole through 
which the dough escapes in the form of a con- 
tinuous roll. 

“The dough, on issuing from the ma- 
chine, is put into baskets, where it remains 
until it begins to rise. It’is then divided 
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into long loaves and placed on a 
table unti] the moment when it ig to 
be placed in the ovens.” 

Commenting on the new process, the writer 
says that while it seems to be new, and really is 
when used on a large scale, it yet is a step back- 
ward to the crude bread-making methods of the 
anciénts, Neither will the idea become popular, 
the writer thinks, for he says: 

“In 100 years civilized man has struggled up 
from the brown and black bread of the peasant 
to the white bread of the rich. He is not going 
back to the bread a of the eighteenth century.’ és 


Amazing Figures on the ; 
Capacity of the Oceans 


N officer of a liner once remarked that most 
men seem to be as ignorant about the size 
of the sea as they are of the distance be- 

tween the heavenly planets. Here are a few 
facts: The Pacific covers 68,000,000 miles. the 
Atlantic 30,000,000 and the Indian Ocean, Arctic 
and Antarctic 42,000,000. To stow away the con- 
tents of the Pacific it would be necessary to fill 
a tank ape mile long, one mile wide and one 
mile deep every day for 44 years. Put in figures, 
the Pacific holds in weight 948,000,000,000,000,000,- 
000 tons. The Atlantic averages a depth of not 
ulte three miles. Its waters weigh 325,000,000,- 
00,000,000 tons, and a tank to contain it would 
have each of its sides 430 miles long. The figures 
of the other oceans are in the same startling pro- 
portions. It would take all the sea water in the 
world 2,000,000 years to flow over Niagara.

Weeds as 
“Hosts” to 
Insect 
Enemies of 
Gardens 


od T is not worth while to spend money ona 
nursery garden after it has been in use 
for 10 years, as by that time the,soil -has 
become so impoverished as to render the projfits 
of cultivation uncertain.” So said a well-known 
nursery gardener at Cheshunt, England, giving 
evidence before a Rate Assessment Committee. 
And another well-known gardener testified at 


the same time that it was impossible to grow 
cucumbers under the same glass for more than 
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geven or eight years in succession, yar en the 
house became contaminated by spores which Pet 
dered them perfect hotbeds of disease. 

Both these: witnesses were speaking of glass- 
houses, not of intensive culture in the open air. — 
But even in open-air gardens the owners must 
be very careful or they will lose the fruits of 
their toil by the ravages of various insects and 
fungi. 

There are plenty of gardens in which you will 
see the beds in which the fowers cr vegetgbles 
are actually planted clean ana exceilently gept, 
while at the same time the banks and other parts 
which are not under cultivation are thick with 
weeds. If the owners of such gardens only knew 
it, there is no more certain method of ruining a 
garden than by leaving unkempt, weed-grown 
patches. " 

The reason is. Almost every weed acts as 
“host’”’ to some of insect or fungus.’ This- 
tles, for instang@ especially the common cotton 
thistle, harbors the celery fly, and consequently 
celery will not flourish ‘if there are thistles in 
the vicinity. 

. Charlock, again, 
sometimes called wild 
mustard, and one of 
the commonest weeds — 
in existence, is the 
hest of the turnip fly, 
which will destroy a 
whole bed of turnips 
in a very short time. ~ 
Shepherd's purse and 
wild garlic are other 
plants beloved by the 
turnip fly, and also by 
the cabbage and tur- 
nip gall weevil. 

The cabbage-root fly 
is a fatal enemy to 
cabbage, cauliflowers, 
broccoli and all sorts 
of greens, Its hosts 
are hedge mustard 
and winter cress, both 
common: weeds, while 
docks and goosefoot 
harbor the bean aphis. 

Even such pretty 
wild flowers as the 
buttercup, the daisy 
and the cornflower 
are far from innocent. 
They and the plantain: 
the bindweed and the 
sow thistle are the 
abiding places of the | 
stem eel worm, the 
Latin name of which, 
Tylenchus devastatrix, is proof of its disastrous 
powers for evil in the garden. , 

The hawkweed is the host of chrysanthemum 
rust: shepherd’s purse contains the spores of the — 
white cabbage rust, and such deadly fungi as 
white root rot, the finger and toe fungus, which 
attacks turnips, and others too numerous to men- 
tion, all harbor among common weeds, 

You may spend as much money as you please 
upon seeds and manures, but your garden will 
never be satisfactory so long as you allow weeds 
and other garden pests to inhabit it. 

An old, unkempt hedge is a disaster to any 
garden. It harbors slugs and snails by the thou 
sand, while its roots, stretching far out under the — 
beds, steal the nourishment from the fruits and 
vegetables.

Water that is too cold, or water too highly 
charged with fertilizing matter, is equally dam- 
aging. When the soil is very dry it must be 
raked or broken up before applying water. 

They 
dig up and eat a row of new-sown peas in a few 
nights, and gnaw crocus or other bulbs to pleces, 
Mice find their food by scent, so the best method 
of preventing their ravages is to cover the row 
of peas with a coating of fine, dry ashes.
